" he Cow Pea as a Fertilizer for

‘Wheat.

We have long been satisfied, from ac-
tual experiment, (snys the Chronicle &
Sentinel) that the common cow pea of
the Seuthern States, when properly
managed, afford the best, and at the
same time the cheapest medium for the
restoration of our cxhausted cotton fiolds,
Its effects have been as lasting and as
marked upon the fertility of our soils as
that of clover npon the worn and ex-
hausted lands of Virginia and Mary-
land.

The main reason why the cow pea has
not been heretofore extensively used us
a fertilizer was owing to the fact that
previous to emancipation our farmers
would not give up a sufficient portion of
their lands to await the rather slow ef-
feoots of this most valuable fertiizer.
Now, howeve:, when every planter hus
8 large proportion of his lands lying
idle, there is no excuse why the pea
should not be set in every field, not ab-
solutely necessary for corn or cotton, -

Now is the best time to plant the pea,
and we desire to give our agricultural
friends the result of a careful cxperiment
mads by a planter in Gwinnett county
o encourage them to make similar ef-
forts.

Our Gwinnett planter had a picce of
old exhausted land, twenty acres of
which had been in broom sage fora
number of years. This he broke deep
with a tarn plow in the Summer, and in
the succeeding Fall put down in wheat.
The orop carefully measured, was a little
less than four bushels to the acro.

Ag soon as the wheat was cut he sowed
peas at the rate of two bushels to the
nore. Early in October the peas were
turned under with a dew furrow, and a
few weeky later wheut was sown, and
earefully harrowed in upon the pea sod.
The yield from the erop was nine bushels
to the acre, a little more than double the
first year's orop.

The field was again sown in peas s
soon a8 the wheat was harvested and
turned under as before in the Full, and
wheat kown upon the soil. The yield
this year was sgventecen and a half bush-

The fourth year with the same treat-
ment he made twenty-seven bushels and
this (the fitth year) the orop bids fair to
make forty bushels. Nothing has been
applied to the land as a fortilizer except
the pea, and we find that in five years,
wisii thie 60w pea alone, the production
has been increased ten fold. This ac-
pual experiment speahs wivie fov the poa

than any argument which we oould }
make. E

We trust that some of our planting
friends will be induced to try the pea
on the next crop of wheat and let us
know the result of their experiment.

The Salt And Lime Mixture.

The mixture is .made by dissolving
one bushel of salt in the lenst water
possible, and then slaking with this
three bushels. of lime hot from the kiln.
This is all the salt that can be used by
this mothod to slake the lime. The most
valuable lime for agricultural purposes is
shell lime, or that made from burning
oyster or clam shells. Another method
recommended by C. W. Johneon is to
mix one bushel of sult with two of lime
dry, under cover, and allow it gradually
to decompose and unite the chlorine of
the salt with the lime. It may be turned
occasionally for two or three months, by
which time it will be well united to-
gether. And whatever way is taken to
form the mixture it should not be used
immediately, but shouid remain incor-
porated, at least six weeks, that the
chemical union may be well formed.
The chemical chapges that take place are
—the chlorine of the salt unites with the
lime, and forms a coarse chloride of lime
—the soda of the salt is mostly set fres,
and probably slowly attracts carbonie
acid from the air, and forms carbonate of
soda. This mixture has a remarkable
decomposing power, and if you mix three
or four bushels of it with a ¢ord of swamp
muck, leaves, or any vegetuble matter, it
will soon be reduced to a powder. It is
most excellent to wix with coarse manure
for the purpose of decomposing it and
rendering it fine. After the sour muck
from wet places is decomposed by the
salt and lime, 1t is then in ripe condition
to be composted with barn-yard mauvure,
and compost hecomes as valuable as the
barn-yard manure alone. Almost every
furm has o supply of muck which might
be turned iuto valuable manure. lIiog
manure has been greatly benefited by
mixing with the salt and lime, correcting
its runk character and futing it for
garden use; but it is, probably, better
that the salt and lime should first be
composted with muck and then applied
to the hog manure. We stated. in our
fivst article on manures, that salt and
lime composted with barn-yard mauure
would preserve the nmmonin.  I'his has
been considered by most, who have used
it, as practicall correct; but, theoretically,
that swall portiun of this mixtnra which
becomes carbonate of soda, would be
supposed to dissipate the ammonia, un-
less the chlorine was sufficient to absorh
it all, which is, no doubt generally the
case.

This sult and lime mixture alone makes
an excellent top dressing for mest erops,
at the rate of twenty to thirty bushels
per acre. The character of the lime is
80 much changed by the union of the
sult, that there is no danger of injury
from an excessive quantity, and where
land has been over-limed a top dressing
of salt will correct it at once. The
decomposing eifect of this mixture upon
vegetable matter in the soil is very great.
Fifty bushels applied to a turnip field
has produced as lurge a crop us twenty
ivads of the bapu-yaid manure, which
coull only *be accounted for on the
supposition of its decomposing vegetuble
matter in the soil, and rendering it fit
for plant food. It is, ulso, very destruc-
tive of insects, grubs, de., in the goil.
Like salt, this mixture has the power of
attracting moisture from the air, and has
often beeu observed to preveut the effects
of drouth.—Rural New Yorker.
